out by clipping. 
This is especially 
desirable round the head and neck 
and over the withers. Some oil meal 
in the ration will tend to make the 
hair be slick and smooth. 
If cattle are on pasture it will be 
well to keep them in the barn dur­ 
ing the day and pasture at night. 
Light blankets carefully fitted and 
strapped on will aid in getting the 
hide and hair into good condition. 
These blankets may be made from 
old barn sacks. 
When blankets are 
used, however, they should be re­ 
moved each day and the hair given 
a good brushing. Any roughness on 
horns or hoofs can be removed with 
a rasp, sandpaper, or emery cloth 
and, just before show time, a little 
polish carefully applied and well 
rubbed on will add to their at­ 
tractiveness. 
It is important that the animal 
j be taught to lead and to stand 


I quietly. 
An unruly animal has lit­ 
tle chance to win as the judge has 
difficulty in studying and comparing 
its good points. 
Careful attention must be given 
to type or general appearance in se­ 
lecting animals or show, concludes 
Mr. Hartman, for no amount of fit­ 
ting or preparation can overcome 
marked physical defects.
